Governments do want it. They allege, upon grounds more 
or less plausible, that they can employ it advantageously, 
and that they will repay it faithfolly. If they do not obtain 
what they want during the present plethora, they will still 
less obtain it hereafter, when trade shall have happily re- 
vived, and when we shall have but little to spare from our 
own natural and beneficial modes of employment. It is, 
therefore, with no view of depreciating the class of invest- 
ments before us that we proceed to suggest certain restrain- 
ing considerations which confine within rather narrow limits 
the number of persons who are able advantageously to 
invest in these securities, and also the amount of monéy 
which these persons can invest in that manner. 

First, Only those who can form an intelligent and sound 
opinion upon the goodness of foreign loans should invest in 
foreign loans; and assuredly this class, though far more 
numerous than it once was in this country; is still limited in 
number. We are not about to enjoin an impracticable study, 
or to exact an unattainable knowledge. We do not say, we 
do not hint that no one should lend any —_ to a foreign 
State until he has made himself acquainted with all its his-. 
tory, with all its present state, and conjectured everything 
which may hereafter happen to it: We might just as well 
lay down a canon never to discount a bill for any one the 
whole of whose life from birth to the present hour we did 
not really know. But what we do for a borrowing individual 
we must do likewise for a borrowing State. We must obtain 
a clear, distinct, and, if possible, sound judgment on thie 
great question whether it is likely to payor not. We must 
investigate in each case all the material circumstances which 
bear on this critical point. The general credit of the 
State or its comparative discredit will be important 
aids and guides in this inquiry, but they must not 
supersede it. Undue and excessive credit would never 
be dispelled if every one took on trust the credit which they 
found existing. And no attention whatever should be paid 
to the momentary premium at which new loans are for the 
moment quoted. Very unreasonable notions, very transi- 
tory opinions, oceasionally very questionable practices now 
and then “run” these new investments “up” to a very 
high premium without the slightest real knowledge or pro- 
ducible solid-argument. It is for each person, when he is 
asked to lend money to Venezuela, Peru, or Egypt, to ask 
himself; What, now, do I know of those countries? We 
fear many people ask their broker and not themselves. 
Bat if so, it is at their peril. A broker’s business 
is to buy the stock you need; it ds not a part 
of his business to choose it for you, nor des his 
trade give him any specia] assistance in judging of 
such matters. If you are considering whether you shall 
bay in the morning or in the afternoon,—whether you shall 
fix your limit} at 88 or at 88},—your broker's judgment is 
the most valuable guide which you can secure. It is his 
business to know the particular precise condition of his own 
market from day to day with nice aecuracy, and to know 
nothing else whatever. The constant watching of eighths 
per cent. and of momentary changes of price within, the 
hour, has no tendeney to cultivate the sort of faculties and 
the sort of knowledge which enable a man to say, on sufficient 
and sound reasons, whether a country which. wishes: to 
borrow is or is not a country to which we should lend. 
The answer to that inquiry must be grounded upon some | 
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knowledge of the country, and not upon any knowledge of 
the Stock Exchange. It is for each person when he lends 
to form his own opinion upon some real verified knowledge: 
after all, the money is his money, and unless he uses care 
and caution, that money will not be safe. 

Secondly. Only those persons should invest in such secu- 
rities as are sure that they will watch them while they hold 
them. A purchase of stock differs from the discount of a 
bill, At a certain day the bill is either paid or not paid ; 
you cannot help having the one fact or the other brought 
before you. But so long as the interest upon a stock is paid 
with regularity, there is nothing ordinarily to call your 
attention very forcily to the question whether you should 
still continue to hold it. The price rises at one time, and 
falls at another, but the holder is not always encouraged by 
the former or warned by the latter. But unless a continual 
watchfulness is given to thestate and condition of suchacountry 
as Venezuela, who can say that money invested in Venezuelan 
securities is safe? The circumstances of a South American 
Republic often fluctuate so completely within a short space 
of time, that a very accurate acquaintance with what was 
may be a most inaccurate guide to that which is. With a 
country in a state of semi-decomposition like Turkey, the 
necessity for close watchfulness is very evident; and with 
such a State as Russia, in which political causes of immense 
force are now operating in complete obscurity, the expe- 
diency of watching is as certain as the difficulty of it. This 
primary necessity of continual watchfulness at once excludes 
from the foreign loan market many sorts of English 
money. It excludes at once all the funds belonging to 
trustees, even in exceptional cases where the deed of trust 
would permit a foreign investment, It is difficult to watch 
one's own money, but it is out of the question to watch other 
people’s. No wise trustee, who knows the engrossing occupa- 
tions and who duly anticipates the entire changes of life, will 
ever undertake to watch for others distant investments in 
remote countries. He would most probably do harm to 
those dependent upon him if he did undertake the obligation, 
for in nine cases out of ten he would not, and could not, per- 
form it, Again, the same necessity renders it inadvisable 
that any part of bankers’ reserves should be invested in 
foreign securities. The greater part of these reserves are 
excluded by a more obvious reason. Foreign stocks 
are rarely if ever convertible at once in a time of diffi- 
culty, and, therefore, are unsuitable for reserves which are ex- 
pressly intended, if necessary, to be converted in a time of diffi- 
culty. But most bankers, after providing what they consider a 
sufficiency of immediately convertible assets, have at their dis- 
posal some surplus which they invest in securities of fair, but 
still not invariable saleability. Some of this surplus is occa- 
sionally invested in foreign stocks, but we think it is danger- 
ous to do so. That investment will not be effectually 
watched. It will slumber in the list of securities. The 
banker is occupied with the current business of the day, and 
does not scrutinise the changes of price on the Stock Ex- 
change minutely, and never thinks of political changes at all. 
If any foreboding occurrence should suggest the considera- 
tion of the security, there would be a discussion on it in the 
partners’ parlour or in the board room. There would be 
great difference of opinion, for questions of future foreign 
policy are never clear. The sanguine partner would say, 
“ T think these things will rise”: the undecided partner would 
hesitate ; he would say, ‘I am sure I do not know what to 
“ think”: the procrastinating partner (a very influential per- 
son) would say, “‘I think the matter should be more maturely 
“ considered.” Inthe end, the security would be retained until 
the foreign State is bankrupt. Councils of war never fight, 
and bank parlours are almost never prompt. Even for the 
individual man of business investing his own money it 
should be made a serious question before purchasing a foreign 
stock for the sake of a high interest, whether, being engaged 
as he is in his own daily business, he thinks he will watch 
it as heedfully as it is requisite. 

Lastly. No one should invest in these foreign securities any 
money which is essentially necessary to the maintenance of 
his own essential position, or the position of those who 
are principally dependent upon him. After the best inquiry, 
after the most anxious watching, after the most intelligent 
and painstaking reflection, events will not unfrequently

1} Simaltaneously with this, but arising from causes much 
Hi more obscure, because the fact itself is one of a kind which 
isscarcely ever resolvable into single and simple agencies, is 
another perhaps even more potent cause, Until lately, France 
was inferior to many countries—which were inferior to her 
ia everything else—in trading ability. Her bankers were 
potso great as, considering her political importance, they 
should have been. Her merchants were much inferior to 
what, with her splendid internal resources and her geogra- 
position, they should have been. We do not say that 
either ‘respect the inferiority of what is to what ought to 
behas ceased entirely. We know that even yet the banking 
system of France is miserably imperfect, and its mercantile 
is still not comparable either to its military 
enterprise or to its political ; but still there has been a great 
improvement. In all pursuits which require the investment of 
capital France takes a first rank ; she has, as she would say, an 
initiative. It is her capital which makes Spanish railways ; 
itis her influence which is felt in all similar undertakings 
| throughout the Continent ; it is her Credit Mobilier which is 
the type and model of similar institutions in other countries. 

France is, to use a commercial phrase, the promoter of joint 

| stock companies in Europe generally, The business energy 
of France is becoming a remarkable characteristic of her 
} present state; whereas a want of energy—or at any rate of 
| interest—on such subjects used to characterise her. Why 
this particular improvement in the French civitisation occurred 
now it is difficult to say, and it is still more difficult to say 
why it had not occurred before.

| Temarkable. Something of it is, perhaps, attributable to their 
Want of imagination. It was only when they saw other 
nations succeed in trade upon a large scale, that they tried 
Wade upon a large scale. Svumething, likewise, is attribu- 

to the excessive love and caution about money which 
the French have always displayed. It is only after other 
nations have essayed the risk of great ventures that they 
will essay it. Something is to be attributed to the railroads, 
Which always tend to condense mercantile energy into a 
small area—to quicken their energies by close collision—to 
excite their imagination by rivalry, and their intelléct by 
discussion. At any rate, whatever the just explanation may 
be, the plain fact is patent. The business energy of the 
French people has of late years conspicuously improved, and 
the Imperial Government enjoys the fruits which it has 
Massed with but trifling labour of its own. 

Tastly. The Imperial Government enjoys the advantage 
tad the credit of many conspicuous public improvements, 
Which it has certainly superintended and fostered, but which 
Me quite as much due to a happy accident. The great 
public improvements in the large towns of France, and above 
tilin Paris, are attributed to the Emperor alike by the very 
Many who admire them, and also by the very few who regret 
jaud depreciate them. But they probably would have never 
deen thought of-—would certainly have never been effected—if 
those large towns, and Paris especially, had not been in pos- 
Wtsion of a large and increasing surplus revenue which gave 
foe present money to spend, and was a good security for 
Maising large sums on any pretence whatever. The great 
| lowns.of France raise their revenue by an octrot or customs 
} duty at the gate: when, then, a large town is growing, like

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Paris, with marvellous rapidity, the dues received at the 
gate augment rapidly, and the municipal expenses do not 
tend to increase at the same speed. This is an acci- 
dental benefit which the Empire has derived from living 
in the “age of great cities;” and, although it is deserv- 
ing of credit for the intelligence with which it has 
availed itself of the advantage which it possessed, it is also 
probable that it has unduly accelerated a natural tendency, 
and that the great improvement in the municipal towns of 
France and in Paris have been effected more hastily, and 
in some sense more completely, than was desirable. 


Upon the whole, therefore, the great improvement in 
France under the present Government does not by any 
means support the deduction which M. La Guerronidre and 
other adulatory writers infer from it. It undoubtedly con- 
futes those fanatical writers who, mostly from exiled homes, 
teach us that the Imperial Government is intrinsically 
and essentially evil, and compatible with nothing that is 
good in France or out of it. The facts prove that the 
Government has protected, sheltered, and even fostered much 
that is good in France ; but they prove also that the best of 
these excellent results were mainly effected by latent 
agencies which it did not create—which it scarcely con- 
trolled—which would have existed even if it had not itself 
existed. 


THE COMING CONTEST IN BRAZIL. 


Tue Revue des deux Mondes has recently contained some 
papers on the state of Brazil as novel as they are 
instructive. The great empire of South America is in 
many respects so wonderfully like the great republic of 
the North, that it is all but impossible to read the flaming 
history of the one without being brought to think of the 
other, and, seeing the effect of slavery on democratic insti- 
tutions, to follow with curious eye its result in a monarchy. 
The same British ships which had brought back our troops 
from the United States, escorted King Joad over from Por- 
tugal into Brazil, and while a new republic grew up on 
one side of the Atlantic, a new kingdom of equal extent 
developed itself on the other. It was. to be a singular trial 
between monarchy and republic, such as the world never saw 
before. A territory of three million square miles on either 
side; an endless shore, splendid rivers, and everything that 
conduces to the greatness of nations, were supplied inabundance 
by nature. There was not a spot in the whole picture to mar 
its brillianey, except the almost unobserved sign of cancer, 
hidden in the one ‘‘ domestic institution.” 

The first visible appearance of the disease was almost simul- 
taneous in both countries. The influence of Great Britain 
having destroyed the main sources of the traffic in human flesh 
and blood, almost identical phenomena began to develop them- 
selves in the great republic of the North and the great king- 
dom of the South. In both free labour began to encroach 
upon slavery, pushing the “institution” onward from the 
moderate zone towards the equator, and fixing a geographical 
boundary between liberty and bondage. Previous to the treaty 
between England and Brazil for the abolition of the slave 
trade (1826), a full-grown black man was to be bought at Rio 
de Janeiro for about 20/., while afew years after his price rose 
to double the amount. The treaty was not observed by any 
means; but the commerce in ‘“‘ebony wood” grew more 
hazardous, and the trader had to be paid for his risk. For 
about thirty years longer some 50,000 slaves were annually 
imported into Brazil, the cargoes gradually rising in price, and 
completely changing in character. While the traffic in black 
men was open and undisturbed, the trader loaded his ships in 
the easiest possible manner by embarking whole families of 
negroes; but when the voyage became difficult, the cargo had 
to be picked, and only strong bone and muscle were carried to 
the market, while the weak, the women and children, had to 
stop behind. This had the double consequence of restricting 
the field of slavery, and of altering the mode of slave industry. 
It was at the same period that both the American and 
Brazilian slaveholders began to neglect the old system of 
husbandry, and to confine themselves to the more profitable 
cultivation of a single article—the cotton-plant in the north, 
the coffee-tree in the south. It was found that the black 
machine, not much given to, and not much allowed to think, 
was not able to compete with the free white in the ordinary 
branches of field labour, which are directed to the production 
of food, and require, on account of the diversity of cultiva- 
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tion, a certain amount of intelligence. The free man, on the 
other hand, had no desire to be connected with a most mo- 
notonous exercise of mere physical force, and contented him- 
self, both in the north and south of America, with confining 
the new staple industry within a given boundary. It was 
thus that the slave power, having entirely changed its old 
form, grew up into a political, social, and commercial mono- 
poly, forming a state within a state. Neither the ultra- 
democratic institutions of the North American republic nor 
the monarchic form of government in the South, were of any 
avail to check the growth of the disease, but both led exactly 
to the same result. 

There is reason to believe that the Emperor Pedro II. has 
not only been long ago fully alive to the dangers of the 
situation, but that he has a strong personal antipathy to the 
traffic in human flesh and blood. His Majesty, and at least 
two of his constitutional advisers in the present ministry, 
have long stood forward against the encroachments of the 
slave power, but with, on the whole, as little success as the 
abolition party in the United States. This is the more con- 
vincing in respect to the important question whether a 
monarchical Government would have prevented the present 
awful strife in North America, because the constitutional 
activity of the Brazilian Emperor is by no means confined 
within narrow limits. According to the charter of 1831, the 
government of the empire is vested in two powers, 
the legislative and the executive, the latter entirely 
under the control of the sovereign. The legislature con- 
sists of a Senate of fifty-four members, appointed by the 
Emperor, and a House of Representatives, elected by the 
suffrages of all free citizens having property to the amount of 
200 milreas, or about 35/. annually. This must be acknow- 
ledged to be a strong monarchical constitution, yet it has 
been as ineffective hitherto in dealing with the “ institution ” 
as the most advanced republic. The slave power in Brazil, 


so far from being repressed by the strong arm of an enlight- 
ened sovereign, is, on the contrary, increasing its influence 
from year to year, to the absorption of nearly the whole 


administrative machinery of the state—a phenomenon well 
worth studying by both the friends and the enemies of repub- 
lican institutions. 

The present political situation of the great South American 
empire is of a very extraordinary kind. The country, over 
all its vast extent of territory, has only some eight million 
inhabitants, but of these nearly one-half are slaves. Thanks 
to the vigilance of English cruisers, the African traffic is at 
this moment all but suppressed, and the coffee-planter on 
the Amazon, like the cotton-planter on the Mississippi, has 
to look for his supply of hands to home-grown material. 
Thus slavery is concentrating itself in the northern regions 
of the empire, while a continual stream of free labour is 
flowing in at the south. It is true, the immigration into 
Brazil of German, Swiss, Dutch, and Danish labourers, 
though highly encouraged by the Imperial Government, is 
but small as compared with the human tide which continued 
rushing into the Northern Republic up to the last year or two ; 
but it has been most effective, nevertheless, among a more 
limited population, and has produced already some of the results 
visible in the United States, in the pressure of white crowds 
against black. ‘The Germans, in particular, have established 
in the province of Rio-Grande-do-Sul, some very flourishing 
settlements, which are likely to become, at no very distant 
time, the Massachusetts of Southern America. It is a notice- 
able fact that the nucleus of these Saxon colonies was formed 
on an immense estate belonging to the Prince de Joinville, 
the heir apparent (or father to the heir apparent) of the 
throne of Brazil. The Prince received the territory as a 
dowry on his marriage with the sister of Pedro II., and by 
making it over to an enterprising community of free settlers, 
has very probably done more for the abolition of slavery, than 
by enrolling his nephews under the banner of General 
McClellan. So much is certain, that wherever these colonists 
are setting their foot in Brazil, slavery is retreating before 
them. The labour of the black man had previously degraded 
agricultural industry in the country to such an extent that 
not even the plough was known to the masters of the land 
some thirty years ago, and was looked upon, in the hands of 
the German immigrants, as an absolutely new invention. No 
wonder, then, that the empire of Brazil, which might produce 
corn enough to feed the whole globe, has not sufficient for its 
own inhabitants, but must import food from neighbouring 
States unafilicted with the “institution.” 
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There are all the signs that the battle of 
fought one day quite the same in monarchical Bragil a¢-# 
now in republican North America, though in all likg 
the struggle will be less severe.

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THE COTTON SUPPLY, 


We beg to direct particular attention to the series of letter} 
from Mr Money, of which that which follows is the first.

— circumstances which prevent the action of these | 

etween the European buyer (where there is one) and the 
native seller; that the effect of these peculiar circumsténes 
in both cases is to preclude our receiving an increased suppl 
of cotton in conformity with the laws of supply and deman f 
that all these hindrances may be effectually removed by the 
due attention of our Government. These opinions ate nd 
those commonly entertained, nor are we responsible fort 
correctness, but they are founded on much knowledge 
long study of the subject; and the industrial civilisation 
India is so complicated and peculiar that any new and able 
discussion of it is very valuable, and is well worth, just 20¥, 
a very careful and anxious attention. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

Six,—Your favourable notice of my book “Java, @ 
How to Manage a Colony,” emboldens me to ask the use@ 
your columns to submit to my countrymen measures for 
relief of the Lancashire distress analogous to the succes 
Dutch system in Java. 

I must first of all, however, explain why the ina 
demand and price for cotton has not drawn a co 
supply from India. The laws of political economy 
through self-interest as invariably in India as elsewhere; but 
the prevent constitution of native society in the cotton dim 
triets opposes obstacles in self-interest to an enlarged 
being put under cotton. 

The chief cotton districts in the Bombay and ™

i} The local money lender thus acquires great influence 

| ower the villagers, which, strengtheaed by their personal 

cess to himself, is used to make his shop their only 

parket for everything they have to sell, of course at such 
as he chooses to give. 

| Notwithstanding this apparent hard treatment of the

ra, these local money lenders are really a great 
sing to the people, as, without them, there would be no. 
| market at all, and the money they introduce into the remoter 
, is the only element of improvement and of the future 
yealisation of capital these wide areas obtain. 
The ignorance and narrow views, however, both of villagers 
and local money lenders, not only prevent their operating 
together for their mutual benefit, but set them in antagonistic 
| positions. The money lender finds the rent to Government, 
the funds for the village ceremonies, and the means of buying 
the few things the villagers need beyond what they produce, 
iin short all the money requirements of the village. The 
villagers, who have nothing but their land and their labour, 
tepay either in produce sold to the money lender, or in a 
eertain proportion of the village land being cultivated for 


; 

him and the crop delivered to him for sale for his own benefit. 
The money lender, in strict accordance with the laws of 
aS tries to get the largest share possible of 
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the village produce for the smallest money advance, or, in 
other words, to make the fixed market in which he buys the 
he can. 

The villagers, however, with an equally keen eye to their 
own interests, try to make the smallest return in kind for 
the largest money advance, or, in other words, to make the 
fixed market in which they must sell the dearest they can. 

This conflict of interest has generally led to a compromise. 

The money lender advances yearly what may be called the 
constant yearly expenses :—the Government rent, the pay of | 
the village servants, the funds for the general festivals 
and for the worship of the village idol, &e. These 
ate looked on as the debts of the community, and, 
in repayment, the village cultivates for the money lender a 

area of land at a very inadequate fixed rate, leaving |

. Besides this, every villager has his own private debt to

- Neither side ever dreams of leading the other, by com- 
to produce larger profits to each from mutual efforts 
on mutual self-interest. But each always tries to drive 
te other, by working any screw which may put the other 
of with most outlay and least return. 

It parete on the degree to which the villagers 
mdividually are more or less dependent on or independent of 
thelocal money lender, whether each debtor only grows 

for the use of his own family and to pay the money 
on fair terms for his money advances, or whether the 
lender is able to screw the debtor into producing much 
tobe sold to his creditor at a lower rate. 
» With regard to the collective indebtedness of the village 
money lender, and the common land consequently 
‘ated for him, the same feelings operate, but in a some- ; 
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what different manner. His yearly general money advance 
for rent, &e., is a fixed sum, and his return, therefore, is a 
fixed area cultivated for him at a fixed low rate. 

The present high prices for cotton will lead the Bombay 
merehant who last year ordered 1,000 bales at 3d to order 
three or four times as much at double or treble prices, The 
corresponding orders, conveyed through the seven inter- 
mediaries between the English merchant and the village 
money lender, will still leave the latter higher prices for 
larger quantities. But the land to produce that cotton must 
be either the fixed area of the common land cultivated for 
him at a fixed low rate in return for his advances for rent, 
&e., or the land of some individual debtor. In the first 
case, the collective village will certainly not increase the 
area at the same low rate, for the money lender will already 
get a larger profit from that area on aceount of the high 
price of cotton. Nor will the money lender dream of raising 
the low fixed rate for a larger area, for, according to the 
native modes of thought, the natural and inevitable conse- 
quence would be that the increased rate would thereupon ‘for 
ever hereafter become the fixed rate which he must pay for 
the production of the crop out of which he is to reeover his 
advances for rent, &c. He cannot, therefore, get more cotton 
from the village community, and must resort to the land of 
such individuals as are most in his power. These he may 
drive to reduce slightly the proportion of land devoted to 
cereals, &ce.,on which the food of the family depends, and 
thus to appropriate a somewhat larger proportion of that land 
to cotton for him, but always at the same inadequate price. 

As this motive pressure operates only to a limited extent, 
and as it is in all cases counteracted by the urgent necessity 
of feeding the family, it can only cause an infinitesimal tnorease 
in the area of cotton production. 

It would probably never occur to the money lender to 
suggest that the whole of the villagers should cultivate 
extra land with cotton and should work at that, in addition 
to the land ordinarily cultivated, he paying fairly for the 
cotton. This would seem to him a pure waste of power, and 
a sad throwiog away on his part of profit. He argues that 
as Many as are in his power he can make work for his profit, 
and as many as are independent of him will either demand 
the whole profit for themselves, or more probably, since all 
their immediate wants are provided for, will refuse to have 
extra work even for the whole profit. 

In an advanced stage of civilisation the laws of political 
economy induce men to lead others by self-interest to in- 
creased exertions for their own benefit, as well as for the 
benefit of the employer. 

In a backward state of society the same laws work equally, 
only the power they give is not allowed to waste; but, in- 
stead of being employed to lead, is used to drive others to in- 
creased exertion, not for their own, but for the driver's benefit. 

It is beeause the cotton districts of India are in the driving, 
instead of the leading, stage of society, and yet, owing to 
the very existence of the English Government, the money 
lenders have not a sufficient driving power, that the demand 
and high price of cotton have not and will not cause a corre- 
sponding increase in the area put under cotton. In India we 
are in an tntermediate position. We have neither the motive 
power of barbarism nor the motive power of civilisation. 

This is the real political meaning of the now acknow- 
ledged fact, that unless European buyers go to the spot the 
natives will not grow more cotton than they want for the use 
of their own families, and than they are driven to grow for the 
money lender. The call for the European buyer on the spot is 
the instinctive desire of the villager to introduce competition 
for his wares, and thus relieve himself from the monopoly of 
his local money lender, enforced by the combination of all 
the money lenders of the district, who thus keep each man’s 
little cirele of villages under his thumb. |! 

The above reasons, Sir, seem to meto explain the anomaly 
of this year’s Indian cotton supply not exceeding that of last 
year, although the price was higher before last year's.cotton 
was sown, and has been constantly rising since. It seems: 
also to show that, withoutthe introduction of Kuropean 
buyers on the spot, the increase of produce from the Indian 
cotton districts must be both very small and very slow. 

Somewhat better results may be ultimately produced by 
the high price in the districts of India which now only grow 
cotton enough for themselves, and where the peasants grow 
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for the money lender cereals and oil seeds instead of cotton. 
If the continued high price makes cotton cultivation and 
export more profitable than the crops to which the land is 
now devoted, the merchants at Calcutta may gradually dis- 
place their existing native machinery of subordinate agents 
for the growth and purchase of cereals and oil seeds, and re- 
place it by the same or another machinery for cotton. As 
soon as this is done, and large orders go down to the interior 
for cotton instead of oil seeds, a considerable extension of 
cotton cultivation may take place; but this will, of course, 
not be done until all chance of competition from America is 
destroyed. 


To the students of political economy it is hardly necessary 
to say that there can be no foundation for the stories of mil- 
lions of bales of cotton wasting in the interior of India for 
want of means of conveyance to the sea-coast. The peasants 
of India are far too sharp to devote many millions of acres to 
the production of millions of bales, worth many millions of 
—_ sterling, without having secured a market for those 

ales. The Indian money lenders are far too keen to advance 
money for the production of those bales except on previous 
orders from large native merchants, And the large native 
merchants only give such large orders as subordinate to the 
English merchant at the port, or where they see the almost 
certainty. of large gains in the open market of some other 
part of India which does not grow its own cotton. 

During the mutiny and following years of distress, some 
accumulations of cotton did take place; but, as was to be 
expected under these circumstances, it was not in the cotton- 
growing districts of India, but in the cotton-importing dis- 
tricts to which the large native merchants had sent cotton for 
sale, but in which the poverty of the people, caused by the 
mutiny and its consequences, prevented their buying for 
local consumption as much cotton as they had previously 
been accustomed todo. India, besides, is not an unknown 
land ; our officials are scattered all over it; and in six weeks 
the Governor-General could get from his subordinates a re- 
turo of every stored Lale of cotton in the country. 

The importance of improved means of transport cannot be 
exaggerated as one necessary ingredient to the future com- 
petition of Indian with American cotton at low prices; but 
the transit of goods is a mere question of price, and the 
present prices no doubt have swept the whole country of 
every bale to be bought; since even last year’s prices had 
cleared out all the known depots, where the distress 
caused by the mutiny and the low price of Indian cotton in 
England for some previous years had caused the accumula- 
tion of several thousand bales. 

The delusion probably arises from the fact that the cotton 
clothing of 180 millions of people must, at the lowest esti- 
mate, amount to what, if brought together, would make some 
millions of bales. But thisis grown by each family planting 
& few bushes in their garden, and the women weaving up 
the few pounds of cotton thus produced fcr family use. This 
cotton thus distributed never, therefore, goes into the market, 
though its aggregate, no doubt, must cume to some millions 
of bales. It is doubtful whether any price would induce the 
ryots of India to sel] this family cotton forexport, as, in most 
cases, the nearest substitute in piece goods is some hundred 
miles off. But it is certain that no profit would repay the 
cost of collecting this family cotton from door to door, even 
in the most thickly-peopled districts, since he must indeed 
be a clever and persuasive agent who, otherwise than by 
force, could induce each family’s consultation on the subject 
of selling it to last less than a day or two. 

In all discussions on the supply cf Indian cotton, we must, 
therefore, put aside this element, and consider only the cotton 
grown for sale, and the amount of which, at anything like 
present prices, can only exceed the amount exported by the 
— taken for the local use of those parts of India which 

© not grow their own cotton. 

Having shown the obstacles in the state of native 
society which prevent the free and beneficial action of the 
laws of political economy as among themselves, I shall, in 
other letters, show the obstacles which work in the same 
direction as between the native growers and European buyers 
on the spot, and what means are required for the removal 
of those obstacles, and for giving the laws of political 

| economy the free action and extevsion necessary to produce 
the large results required for the present relief of the 
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distress in Lancashire, and for England’s future j

PRINCIPLES OF STOCK BREEDING. 
Tue recent show of stock at Battersea has brought into renewed 

prominence that moot point in stock farming,—What is the 

of fatness which disqualifies animals for the character of breedi 
stock ? We have had instances of animals exhibited at the Bir- 
mingham, London, znd Poissy fat cattle shows, which have after- 
ee been shown as breeding stock. Such is stated to be the case 
with a cow of Lady Pigot’s, and which is said to be now in calf. 
Some Agricultural Societies have adopted as a positive rule that 
the judges are to pass over stock considered to be too fat for 
breeding purposes, while it is understood that at Battersea, without 
the existence of any such rule, the judges did, in fact, leave unno- 
ticed animals of great merit simply because they were too fat. 

This much is certain that no breeder can hope to gain a prize at 
the Royal Agricultural Society’s shows, or at the exhibitions of 
any of the great provincial Societies, unless the animals he exhibits 
are made very fat; and it is no less certain that for the general 
rae of breeding he would never think of feeding his stock so 

ighly as he feeds the competitors for prizes. It may be taken for 
granted that breeders who show their live stock in “natural” 
condition will not win prizes ; and, asa rule, those who object to 
feeding, or as it is now delicately called “ training ” their breeding 
stock, do not compete for prizes at the great shows. We confess 
to much doubt whether it be possible to have prize shows without 

roducing the over-feeding of the animals exhibited. Nor do we 
Calises that any general rules by the Societies or any action by 
the judges at such shows can prevent over-feeding. It isa necessary 
incident to stock competitions. It is, however, surprising what 
high condition may be, and commonly is, the ‘ natural” condition 
of the herds or flocks of pure bred cattle or sheep which furnish 
the competitors for prizes. ‘This is accomplished by breeding 
from naturally good and well-doing animals, by keeping the youn; 
stock in high condition from birth, and by regularly draftin 
animals which do not fairly come up to the required stan 6 
We believe that most herds and flocks kept by ordinary farmers 
ought to be kept better and maintained in higher condition than 
they generally are, with a view to ordinary profit. 

Some very useful hints on this subject are to be obtained: from the 
Prize Essay of Professor Tanner (of Queen's College, Birmingham), 
on ‘The Principles which egulate the Breeding of Farm Stock.” 
He insists, of course, on the old and approved maxim that “ like 
produces like,” as a general rule, but thinks it may be misapplied, 
‘‘ when the error will be demonstrated by the contradictory  evi- 
dence of practice and experience.” ‘The qualification of this rule 
is shortly this, that the animal must not merely be a good one, but 
he must be descended from others like himself; in short, must be 
purely bred as well as symmetrical. This pure breed constitutes 
an hereditary power which is very much under the breeder's 
eontrol. 

Thus, if you desire to breed with any certainty, you must select 
male and female possessing similarity of type, and the result will 
be that the ‘“ produce of such union will of necessity also possess 
the like character, but in a higher degree. Peculiarities are not 
only perpetuated but inten-ified in the offspring. Provided that 
the parents possess similarity of type in any given particular, 
every successive generation thus produced acquires an increase of 
hereditary force,” i.c., ‘‘ the power of imprinting its own stamp 
upon its progeny.” This puts the value of pedigree in a strong 
light, and is thus illustrated by the Professor :—‘ Suppose a well- 
bred ram, by careful breeding through several successive genera- 
tions, has acquired strong and valuable hereditary powers (which, 
for illustration sake, we will represent in fignyes), say equal to 
100. If this animal be put to a ewe of a totally different cha- 
racter, having hereditary power say equal to 60, the result would 
be that the offspring would still possess the same character as the 
ram because of his superior hereditary power ; but the hereditary 
capability of the offspring would be reduced to say 100--60=40. 
Supposing the offspring to be a ram, at a subsequent period both 
sire and offspring may appear equally perfect in form and general 
character, but the power of hereditary transmission being so 
much greater in the sire than this offspring (in pees of 100 
to 40), the former would be far more valuable as a breeding 
animal, altbough the difference in the capabilities of the two would 
be entirely hidden and latent.” And this power of perpetuating 
character extends to all the peculiarities of the animal, its 
general configuration, aptitude for meat or milk, healthy 
constitution or predisposition to disease, and each and all may be 
modified in their transmission by the mutual influence of the 
parents. ‘Thus the hereditary powers of carefully bred stock 
will represent the maximum of good influences and a minimum or 
those which are undesirable.” Now, there can be no doubt that 
the tendency of prize exhibitions is to foster, perhaps unduly, the 
disposition to fatten in all the classes of stock shown, because that 
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is the sine qua non of prize-winning, and thus the disposition to 
fatten becomes in every generation more. strongly hereditary. 
This, carried beyond a certain point, may be injurious, ——. 
in cattle, wherein milking qualities are apt to be sacrificed to 
capacity for fattening. ith regard to milking character, how- 
ever, different individuals of the same breed differ greatly, though 
those usually which are kept most nearly ror to a 
state of nature give the most milk and also breed most 
| freely. Abundant food, exposure to variations of tempera- 
ture, save great extremes of heat or cold, and_ sufficient 
exercise, are found to be the conditions” best adapted to 
secure vigorous, productive, and thriving herds. Milking power 
may be rendered hereditary, though certainly amongst high-bred 
cattle this power has been somewhat weakened. Nor is it 
difficult to combine feeding with milking properties. ‘“ Generally,” 
says Professor Tanner, “in the case of cows, those which produce 
butter freely are subsequently found profitable for feeding for the 
butcher. With ewes thus distinguished, the lambs thrive without 
extraneous supplies of milk, and they are equally disposed for 
laying on fat, when no longer intended for breeding. This com- 
bination is equally observable in sows of a like description, which 
—— large, healthy, thriving farrows, and make a good return 
ior the food given them.” It must be noted asa defect of stock 


shows, that purity of blood, i.e., power of transmitting hereditary 
qualities, and capacity for producing milk, cannot be made 
apparent. Such shews are in effect limited to animals calcu- 
lated to breed fattening stock.

Latest prices of flour were 46, 
to 50s; meal, 28s to 328; East India rice, 198 to 203; coolie ditto, 16s; 
beef, 5038 to 52s; pork, 723 to 76s; hams, 8d Americanand ls 24 
lish ; butter, 10d Americin, 1s Halifax and French; sugar, 15s to 198; 
rum, 28; no coffee at market. Letters from Hayti state that busines 
was rather dull. Accounts of the general state of Barbadoes are favou 
able, the people active and healthy, the weather seasonable, provisions 
extensively planted and thriving well, and the Indian corn looking par 
ticularly green and loxuriant. The quantity of produce shipped to date 
was as follows:—Sugar, 40,069 hhds, 3,069 tierces, 12,176 barrel, 106 
bags ; molasses, 8,054 puncheons, 430 bhdr, 913 barrels; ram, 134 pum 
cheons, 377 hhds. From Demerara to July 23 we learn that depression 
in business had increased rether than diminished.

In the corresponding week of 1852, an announcement had 
appeared in the papers that the dispute concerning the 
North-Eastern Fisheries had been arranged. The Queen 
had returned to England. 


In 1859, Tuscany under Ricasvli, and Modena under 
Farini, had declared the deposition of their Sovereigns. 
The Emperor of the French had accorded an amnesty for 
political offences. Parliament had been prorogued by 
Commission. The demand for money had fallen off, and 
large specie arrivals were taking place, as well as extensive 
shipmeots of silver to India on Government account. 


In 1860, the Chancellor of the Exchequer had proposed, 
at the close of the session, to raise 2,000,000/ in Exchequer 
bonds or bills. There was a good demand for money, not- 
withstanding the numerous small failures by which the 
amount of paper afloat had been reduced. The Prince of 
Wales was proceediog on his tour through America. In 
Turin, the loan of 6,000,000/ had been subscribed. 


Iu 1861, the two Houses of the Hungarian Diet had 
unanimously voted M. Deak’s reply to the rescript of the 
Emperor of Austria. The Bank of England had reduced 
the rate from 5 to 44 per cent. 


The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “‘ other” securities, showed, in 1852, an excess of 
3,063,3741; in 1859, a deficiency of 4,050,636/; in 1860, 
a deficiency of 6,546,300/; and in 1861, a deficiency of 
5,539,670. In 1862, the deficiency is 4,251,401/. 


Discount AND Money Marxer.—The alteration in dis- 
counts is more marked, and even of paper of the highest 
class, of short dates, there is very little indeed—practically 
nothing—discounted under the Bank rate. For longer 
periods the quotations are also above those of the previous 
week, ‘There is still abundance of money, but lenders are 
disinclined to grant loans except on somewhat higher rates, 
the demand being mostly of a speculative character, and in- 
fluenced by the recent issues of foreign stocks. Annexed are

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

The prevailing unfavourable weather for harvest ae pro- 
duced considerable firmness in the trade for English wheat at 
Mark lane, to-day, and factors demanded enhanced rates for all 
qualities. Millers appeared willing to buy at fully last Monday’s 
currency, at which ike principal transactions were effected. For 
foreign wheat, both arrived and afloat, there was an improved de- 
mand, and, in some instances, an advance of ls per quarter teok 
place in prices. Very little barley was on offer, and the trade. 


ruled firm, at extreme rates. Oats—o toa importation. 
—were rather less active ; novia good _ fine qualities 
commanded full prices. Beans and peas were scarce, and quite as. 
dear as on Monday. For flour, there was a fair demand, and the 
quotations ruled firm. Several of new wheat were 
to market, in by no means fine condition ; but we did not hear of 
any being offered fur sale. This week’s imports amount to 19,370 
quarters of wheat; 4,160 barley ; 53,680 oats; 630 sacks and 
7,190 barrels of flour. 

Both at Liverpool and Wakefield, to-day, the weather has been 
remarkably fine.

The Liverpool cotton market this week opened very quiet, but 
= the receipt of the news from America reporting a consider- 
able rise in New York, and not pointing in the least to a speedy 
termination of the war, the market became very active, and prices 
had an upward tendency. The total sales amount to 50,000 bales, 
including 22,000 to spinners, 15,000 on speculation, and 13,000 
for export. Quotations are from }d to ld above those of last 
Friday. To-day, 10,000 bales have been sold at advancing rates.

Report of Caprarm THomas Trevoar, late Curer 
Captain of the St Jonny pet Rey Miyns. 


London, 7th August, 1862. 
To the Directors of the “‘Cambrian Consolidated Gold 
Mines Cempany," London. 

Gentilemen,—I have, agreeably to your request, visited 
the Dolgelly Gold Field in North Wales. 

Of the ex stence of gold in Wales I hae been aware 
for many years, but that it occurred there in an 
aypreciable quantity I did not believe until a few days 
ago. Indeed, when you asked me to inspect some gold 
mines at that place, my impression was that I should 
find there a little of the precious metal manifestly out of 
its place. I was agreeably disappointed. 

The futare of North Wales isin the womb of time; 
but be the result what it may, at present there is a gold 
fie'd near Dolgelly of high promise, one which merits 
the attention of the miner and capitalist; and my regret 
was that I had not more days at my disposal than I had 
hours for inspecting it. 

A careful geological examination by me was out of the 
question, owing to want of time; but I may state that, 
on my arrival at the gold field, the rock, the hilly nature 
of the surface, the rugged out-crop of the lode, and the 
mountain of Cader Idris in the distance, forcibly 


reminded me of a portioa of the gold mining field in 


Brazil. 
At the Dolgelly gold fields a kind of green stone 


| seems to be the frame rock of the country; but the 
| rock enclosing the auriferous lode is a tolerably hard 


dark slate. To the eye the latter appears wanting in 
the mineral life, but this feature is contradicted by the 
lodes, for they, so far as yet epened, present great 
mineral and metalliferous vitality. 

Of the number and extent of the lodes in the Dolgelly 
gold field, or the extent of the field itself, I believe no 
I saw mines and surface diggings at

A visit to the Exhibition would, I believe, convince 
every doubting mind as to the high promise of the 
Doigelly gold field. 

It may not be amiss to mention that in working gold 
mines in rock formations, quarrying by driving ard 
sinking should be avoided as much as possible, and 
underband stoping be the mode resorted to. Asa rule, 
a pair of men working on blasting ground cannot quarry 
in a year, when driving or sinking, more than about 240 
tons; whereas, when stoping uoderhand, they would, 
with the same labour and cost, except a trifle more for 
hauling the ores, quarry 600 tons. This difference is of 
great importance in the handling of mines. 

The reduction process, too, now ia operation at St 
David's would be inadequate to the treatment of goid 
ores on alarge scale. If amalgamation be the best 
system for the Dolgelly gold field, then stamping mills 
and barrei amalgamation would be more suitable than
